Four holdup men, three of them wearing 
masks 'imd heavily armed, robbed the pas- 
s'engere on the Diamond special of the Illi-

They held up all'the passengers in two 
Pullman sleepers and secured booty esti- 
mated at $3,000,' moatly in money. One 
young man who resisted was hit over the 
bead with afire ax, with which the car 
was supplied, and another who showed .a 
disposition to object was tapped on the 
head with a revolver. Gtiejrhan who had 
already retired to bia birth was stirred to 
animation by, a shot fired under him. 

Before making a complete clean-up of 
the train the robbers became alarmed, and 
as the train neared.Mattison they pulled 
the emergency brake rope and stopped the 
train, Then they jumped from the train 
and escaped in the darkness. 

The four men got on the train at Harvey, 
Jll,, and immediately' took' up stations' that 
evidently had been agreed upon beforehand. 
One utood in the vestibule between the last 
and next to the lost car. Another went to 
the rear, platform of the last car, which 
wus a Pullman well filled with passengers. 

The firat thing they did was to pick a 
quarrel with the flagman and beguile him 
to the rear end of the train. Once there 
one of the men put a pistol to his head and 
hold him there under threat of death if he 
made a move of any kind.

The great nil lltnry event of thodnst 
week was tho buttle south of Tntche- 
kino, between the forces of Oku and 
Kouronatkln. The Russian- command- 
er-in-chief wis present in person. 

The Japanese had Htrongly fortified 
Knlehou, which is 20 odd miles south 
of Tatcheklao, both town' lying on tho 
rnilroud. Early In 'Hie morning' the 
JnpnneBo began to press forward from 
Kalcbou. Their advance engaged in a 1 
severe BklnnlHhwlth the Russian rear, 
Tho Muscovites gradually broke 
ground, their movements being accel- 
erated by the Japanese artillery. In 
the a f ten ioon the Japanese censed to 
advance, and the troops on both sides 
rested .on their nrniR, Tills lighting 
took plnce In severe heat, ninny Rus- 
sians succumbing to sunstroke. 

The following day the fighting begnn 
again. The Russian butteries showed 
unexpected strength ami accuracy and 
nt one time gained a preponderance of 
fire over tho Japanese guns. This Is 
the first time such a thing has occurred 
during the war. Tho fighting .en ntl li- 
ned all day, and was severe. At night- 
fall the nnsstuiiii withdrew In good or- 
der to Haicheng. The Japanese made 
no effort to follow tbein up. The cas- 
ualties were. In the neighborhood of 
1,000 on each sale. ,■' 

The main Jnpnnese attack In thlB 
battle wob' directed from tlie south by 
tho forces tinder Gen. Oku, but the 
Takushan army Iny Immediately enst 
of the Busslnn position In such n way 
as to threaten the Russian left flank.

Oyster Bar, N. Y.,.Juiy 2".— Id hlfl 
address responding to Speaker Cannon, 
head of the notification committee, nnd 
accepting tiie Republican nomination fur 
the presidency, Mr. Hoosev'elt Baid: 

"Mr. Speaker nnd Gentlemen of the 
Notification Committee*. I am deeply sen- 

. elble of the high honor conferred upon me 
by tho representatives of the Republican 
part*; assembled In convention, and 1 uc- 
eent tbe nomination for the presidency 
with solemn realization of the obligations 
I'Hsume.- I heartily, approve tlio declar- 
ation of principles which' tbe Republican 
national, convention has adopted, and at 
lone future day V shall communicate to 
you, Mr. Chairman, more at length and 
In dttUll.fi formal written acceptance of 
the nomination. 

"Three yearn ago, I became President 
because* of the -tenth' of my lamented 

■ predecessor. 1 then' stated that It woh 
my purpose to carry out his, principles 
•Dd policies for the honor and the Inter- 
est, of tho country.' To the best of my 
ability I have kept the promise thus 
made.' If next November my country- 
men confirm nt the. polls .the action of

The members of n legis- 
lative -majority, theoftlccrs In tho vari- 
ous departments of the administration 
end ..the' legislative and executive 
branches.' as toward each other, must 
work together with subordination of ielf 
to the common end of successful govern* 
merit. We who have been' intrusted with 
power ns public servants during the last 
seven- years of «d in In 1st ration and legis- 
lation now come before the people con- 
tent to be judged by our record of 
achievement. lu" the years that haTC 
gone by'w'e hnve made the deed square

We do not have to avoid a definite 
and conclusive committal on the most Im- 
portant Issue which has recently been 
before tbe people and which may nt any 
time In the near /future be before them 
again, - .Upon tho principles which under- 
lie this Issue the convictions of half of 
our number do not'claih with those of 
the other half. .

In. settled,, not as a matter of temporary 
pblltlcnl'expcdiency, not because of shift- 
Ing conditions In the production of. gold 
in certain mining centers, but in .accord- 
ance with what we regard as the fun-.

■ "Under tho financial legislation which 
we hnve. enacted there is now ample cir- 
culation for every business need, and ev- 
ery dollar of this circulation Is .worth, a 
dollar In gold. We have reduced. the In- 
terest-bearing' debt and in still larger 
measure tho interest on that debt. All 
of tho war taxes imposed during tha 
Spanish war hava 'been removed. with a 
view to relieve the people and to prevent 
the accumulation' of an ,uuneceRsary sur- 
plus. The result Is that hardly ever be- 
fore have tha. expenditures; and Income 
of the government bo closely correspond- 
ed; In the fiscal year thai has just 
closed. the excess of Income over-the. or- 
dinary expenditures was nine millions of 
dollars. . This does "not take account of 
the ¥50,000,000 expended out of the ac- 
cumulated surplus for the purchase of 
tho Isthmian canal. . It :1s an extraordi- 
nary, proof of the sound financial condi- 
tion of tho nation that instead of fol- 
lowing the usual 'course. In such matters 
nnd throwing tha burden upon posterity 
by an Issue of bonds, we were able to 
make tho payment outright aud yet after 
it to have in the treasury a surplus pf 
$100,000,000. Moreover, wo were able 
to pay tills $50,000,000 out of hand with- 
out causing tho slightest disturbance to 
business conditions. 

Tariff nnd. Wave-. 
"We have enncted a tariff Inw under 
.which during tho last few years the coun- 
try baa attained a height of material 
well-being never before reached.; Wages 
are higher than ever before. Th'nt'when- 
over the need nrlaes there- should be a 
readjustment bf the tariff schedules Is un- 
doubted, but such changes can with snfe- 
ty be made only by. those whoso devotion 
to the- principle of a protective tariff .Is 
beyond question, for otherwise 'the' 
changes -would amount not to readjust- 
ment, but to repeal. The readjustment 
when made) must- maintain and not. de- 
stroy, the protective principle. To the 
farmer, the merchant, the manufacturer, 
this Is vital; but .perhaps no other man 
Is ho much interested an the' wage work- 
er in the maintenance of our present 
economic system, both ns regards' the 
finances nnd tho tnrlfT. The standard of 
Hying of our wage workers Is higher 
than. that of any other country, nnd It 
cannot so remain unless we have a pro- 
tective tariff . which .shall' always, keep 
at a minimum a rote of duty sii'fllclcnt'to' 
'cover the difference between the labor 
coat hero and abroad, v 

"Those who, like our. opponents, 'de- 
nounce protection as a robbery/ thereby 
explicitly commit theinnclycs to the prop- 
osition thnt If tli or were to revise tho 
tariff no heed 'would be paid to tho nec- 
essity of meeting this difference between 
tho standards of living for wage workers 
here, and In other countries; and there- 
fore on this, point their antagonism toour 
position Is fundamental. Here again we 
ask dint their promises and ours bo judg- 
ed by what has b'een'-douo In the Immedi- 
ate past We nsk that sober and sens!-, 
bio men compare the workings of tho 
present tnrlff Inw,, nnd* tho conditions 
which obtain under It, 'with tho' workings 
nt tha preceding tariff law of 1804 nnd 
the conditions which that. tariff of 1804 
helped to bring about. 

Believe In Reciprocity^ 
"We believe In reciprocity with foreign! 
nations on the terms outlined In Presi- 
dent McKiuley's last speech,- which urg- 
ed the extension of our foreign' markets 
by reciprocal agreements whenever thoy 
could be made without Injury to. Ameri- 
can Industry and labor. It is a singular 
fnct that the only great reciprocity 
treaty recently adopted — that with Cuba 
— was finally opposed almost alone by 
the rcprcsentatlvca of the very pnrty' 
which now states that' It favors reciproc- 
ity. ' ; ' 

' "And here again we, ask thnt. ..the 
worth of our words be judged by, com- 
paring their deeds' with ours.'" On this 
Cuban .reciprocity treaty. there were at 
the outset grave differences of opinion 
nmong ourselves, and tho notable thine 
In tiie negotiation and ratification of the 
treaty, nnd In the legislation which car- 
ried it Into effect, was the highly prac- 
tical manner in which without sacrifice 
of principle thesa differences of opinion 
were reconciled. There was no rupture 
of n great' party, but an excellent practi- 
cal, outcome, the result of the harmonious, 
co-operation of two successive Presidents 
and two successive Congresses, This Is 
an illustration of the governing capacity 
which entitles us to the confidence of the' 
people #>t only In our purposes but hi 
our practical ability to achieve those 
purpoiei. Judging by tht history of the 
last twelve years, down to this very 
month, Is 'there Justification for believing 
that under similar circumstances and 
with similar Initial dlfferencsa of opinion,' 
our opponents would hava achieved any 
practical result7 - ' 

"We have already shown in' actual 
fact that our policy is to do fair and 
equal, justice to all men, paying no heed 
to whether a man Is rich or poor; paying 
no hetd to his race, his creed or hU birth- 
place. 

Labor nnd Capital Unions. 
"We recognise the organisation of cap- 
ital and the organization of labor as nat- 
ural outcomes df our Industrial system. 
Each kind of organisation Is* to be fav- 
ored to long as it acta In a spirit o£ 
justice and of regard for the rights of 
others. Bach Is to be granted the full 
protection of tbe law and each In turn 
Is to bo hold to a strict obcdlonce'to the 
law; for no man is above it and; no, man 
below It The humblest Individual Is to 
have his rights safeguarded as scrupu- 
lously as those of. tho strongest organ- 
isation, for each is to receive justice, 
no more and no less,. The problems with 
which, we have to deal in our modern 
Industrial and social life are manifold,' 
but the spirit in which it la necessary to 
approach tfhsir solution Is simply the 
spirit of honesty, of courage aad of com- 
mon seme, 

■ "In inaugurating the great work of Ir- 
rigation. In, the' West tbe administration 



of the longest strides, ever taken under 
our government toward utilizing our vast 
national domain for the Bottler,' the actual 
hoinomnker. j ■ • " 

"Ever since this continent' was dfecor-, 
•red tho need of an Isthmian canal ..to 
connect the PnclfiV nnd the Atlantic, has 
been recognized, and. ever since the birth 
of -our 'nation such a canal fins been 
planned. Atlnstthe dream has become 
n reality. The Isthmian cannl Is' now. be- 
ing, built by tlie government of tbe Unit- 
ed States, : We conducted the negotia- 
tion for its construction with the nicest 
'and. most scrupulous honor, mid in a 
spirit of , tho largest ; generosity, toward 
those throuch whose- territory It .was to 
run, .Every sinister effort which could 
be devised by the spirit' of faction or 
the spirit of self-interest wan made In 
order to 'defeat the treaty with Panama 
nnd thereby prevent the consummation 
of this" work. The construction ;of the 
canal is now- nu assured fact; but most 
certainly It 1b unwise to intrust the car- 
rying out of io momentous a policy to 
those .who have endeavored to defeat the 
whole undertaking, ■ ■ •" 

- Foreign Relations Peaceful. > 
"Our foreign -policy has been so con- 
ducted that, while not' one of our just 
claims has .been- sacrificed, our relations 
with nil foreign nations nro now of the 
most peaceful kind; there Is not n cloud 
on the horizon, The Innt cause of irrita- 
tion between ' us mid u'ny other nation 
was .removed by the settlement of the 
Alaskan boundary.' 

'.'In tho Caribbean Sea we have" ma do 
good our proinlRcs of Independence to 
Cuba and have proved nn r assertion that 
our mission in the Island was one of Jus? 
t Ice and hot of setf-aggrandtzement; nnd 
thereby, no leas than by onr action in 
Venezuela nnd Panama, we have shown 
that the Monroe doctrine Is a' living real-, 
Ity, designed for the hurt of no nation, 
but for the protection iof civilization on' 
the western continent and' for tiie peace 
of the world/- Our ' steady-' growth In 
power hns gone hand In hand with '-a 
strengthening disposition to use this: 
power with. strict regard for tiie; rights 
of others and for the causa of Interna-; 
tional justice and good will. 

' "Wo earnestly desire friendship with 
frIT the.uallons of the new and old worlds, 
and wo endeavor 'to' place, our relations, 
with them upon a basis of reciprocal ad- 
vantage instead of hostility. We bold' 
that the prosperity of each nation .Is an 
aid and not n hindrance to the prosperity 
of other nations, We seek International 
amity for the sanio reasons that make 
us believe In peace within our own bor- 
ders, and we seek this peace not because 
wo are afraid or unready, but because 
wo' think thnt peace Is right da well as 
advantageous. 

"American interests in the Pacific have 
grown rapidly* American enterprise has 
laid a cabio across this, the greatest of 
oceans, We hove proved in effective fash- 
Ion' that wo wish the Chinese Empire 
well and desire Its integrity and Inde- 
pendence, 
. < In Interest of Filipinos, 
"Our foothold In the Philippines great- 
ly strengthens our position In the oompe- 
Utidn tor tho trade; of tho East, but 
we arc governing the Philippines. In tiie 
interest of the Philippine people them-, 
selves. Wo have already given them a 
large share In their government, and 
our purpose Is to increase this share 
as rapidly as they giro evidence of In- 
creasing fitness for tlie task.- The great 
majority of the officials of the Islands, 
whether elective or appointive, are al- 
ready native Filipinos. Wo nre now 
providing for a legislative assembly. This 
is the first step to be taken in the future, 
and It would bo eminently unwise to de- 
clare what our next step will be until 
this first step has been taken and the re- 
sults-are manifest. To hnvo gone faster 
than We have already gone In. giving the 
Islanders a constantly Increasing meas- 
ure of self-government would have been 
disastrous. At the present moment to 
give political, Independence to tho Islands 
would result In tho immediate loss of 
civil rights, personnl liberty. and .public 
order! as regards the mass/of' the Fill-, 
plnos, for the majority of the islanders 
have been given these great' boons'by' us, 
and keep them only because we vigilant- 
ly safeguard and guarantee them, . To 
withdraw -our government from the Is- 
lands at this time would moan to tho 
average native the loss of his barely won 
civil freedom. We have, established In 
the islands- a government by, Americana, 
assisted by Filipinos. We are steadily, 
striving to transform this Into self-gov- 
ernment by the Filipinos, assisted by 
Americans, 

"The principles which wo uphold 
should appeal to all our countrymen, In 
all porta of our country. Above all, they 
should give us strength with the men 
and women who are the spiritual belrs 
of those who upheld the hands of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, for we are striving to do 
our work In the aplrlt with which Lin- 
coln approached his. During the seven, 
yean that have just passed there la no 
duty, domestic or foreign, which we have 
shirked, and no necessary task which we 
have feared to undertake or which we 
have not performed with reasonable effi- 
ciency. ' Wo have never pleaded impo- 
tence.

Tbe Cbleago packers at noon Thurs- 
day aeemed to have wou uu Important 
victory iu the big stock yards Htrlkf, 
tbe first emphatic gulii tbut has been 
luuda by either side since the general 
wulltout was declnred In effect. Bight 
hundred live Block handlers throw 
aside their allegiance to allied trades 
nnd at tbe noon hour begau to handle 
cattle Indiscriminately, both for the 
puckers in the combine nnd for the in- 
dependent com punles. Most of tbeae 
BOO. men went to work yesterday moru- 
Jng to handle the goods of the "inde- 
pendents," nnd they bud worked on 
iUIh basis until VI o'clock Thursday. 
Tills action on tbe purt of the ; han- 
dlers Is regarded as a most serious loss 
to tlie. cause of tiie strikers, uiul in 
some quarters It is believed to be n 
forerunner of a stampede and u duticr- 
tlou of the unions. 

Following close on an announcement 
Unit tbe puckers did not cure to make 
further agreements with the union men 
who quit work, operation of the plants 
was continued with larger foreeB tbau 
before, the employers formally .an- 
nounced u system of delivery which 
would do nway_ with the drivers who 
haul meat from the yards. Ilereufter 
tbe packers will do no teaming, but 
will force the bulcbers to come with 
their own wagons to take awny their 
purchases. 

Though the uig stock yards strike Is 
now well under way and tbe time Is 
about at bund when the police expect 
serious rioting to develop, turbulent 
scenes fatied to develop up to Tlitu's- 
dny ulgbl, and the outbreaks' of strik- 
ers and aympnthlzers were chlelly con- 
fined to. bunging effigies In front of tbe 
homes of persons lu disfavor, 

Tbe packers kept tbolr plants run- 
ning persistently, and Thursday after- 
noon reported tbut a satisfactory day's 
work bud been accomplished. Tlie re- 
ceipts of stock were large enough to 
keep tbe nonunion ■ butchers und han- 
dlers busy. 0,000 cuttle, iy,000 bogs und 
1'J.OOO sheep being received. 

While the union lenders proceeded to 
perfect what they regard aB adeqtuite 
arrangements to keep tlie Btrlkers In 
line, rumors were continuous through- 
out the day that tbe ranks of the mal- 
contents were brenking, Emphatic de- 
nials were made by President Donnelly 
nnd his confreres, bat close observers 
of the situation declared that the men 
Bcemed to be losing heart, as wns evi- 
denced, they said, by the fact that 
picketing was less pronounced.

This, however, la denied by the strikers, 
wuh assert that the puckers are not get- 
ting any union men back, - 

At Kansas City many additional strik- 
ers, practically all of them unskilled la- 
borers, applied far tlielr old places at the 
plants of Swift & Co., -Armour & Co. 
and the Fowler Packing Company, and 
were re-employed, With the receipts at 
the yards the heaviest for more than a 
month the packera' : asserted that the sit- 
uation from tbelr standpoint was -greatly 
Improved. Local strike lea J or*, however, 
appear satisfied with the situation and 
say that the men who returned to work 
were some of the newest members of the 
union, whose action would not affect the 
older men. .-

Some scientists, who 
have made a careful study of the flue* 
tuatloria of the luke for the past sever, 
al years, even declare that It will" b« 
dried up within a quarter of a cen- 
tury, 

■ Sixteen years ago, In 188G, the 'area 
of the lake's surface was estimated at 
about 2,700 square miles. Taking 
twenty feet as the average depth at 
that time, one may estimate 1,605,- 
433,600,000 cubic feet as the content! 
of the lake. To-day, according to re- 
cent surveys, the*- lake has an area of 
about 2,125 square ■miles. Multiplying 
this number by 11 &, the number of 
feet In depth of the water that has dis- 
appeared and not been replaced, give* 
660,778,400,000 cubic feet as the quan- 
tlty of water less than what the lake 
had sixteen years ago. 

Observers of the lake have assigned 
three causes for the shrinkage of Its' 
water.

Republican County Convention. 

Pursuant to the order and direction of 
the' Republican County Central Committee 
of the County of Lake and State' of Illiuoin, 
a Republican County Convention will: bo 
held at the Town Hall in the- "Village "of 
Liberty vil If?, Lake County, Illinois, en the 
10th day of September, 1904, at two o'clock 
P. M„ for tho purpose of nominating a 
candidate for Circuit , Clerk, a candidate 
for Coroner, a candidate for '-States* At- 
torney, and a candidate! for' County Sur- 
veyor. 

:• It having been' heretofore resolved that 
each voting precinct in the county be de- 
clared a primary .district, -and. that 1 a 
primary election or caucus be- called fur 
each of said primary districts, and the 
Republican legal voters of snid Lake Coun- 
ty, in their last County Convention, bavin jr 
passed the resolution hereinafter mentioned 
and recited, nnd said County Central Com- 
mittee/pursuant to such resolution, having 
adopted rules to carry the same into efFec;, 
which ruleB are as follows": Vk . 

Rule.]. All Republican primaries, or 
caucuses, for the selection of delegates to 
Republican County Conventions hereafter 
called shall be called by the Republican 
County Central" Committee in. each and 
every voting precinct in said Lake County, 
to be held on the same day, ami the hours 
thereof to be between two o'clock" P. M. 
and eight 1 o'clock P. -M., and- tho poIIb 
thereof shall be open for at- least three 
hours, . and each County Committeeman 
shall see to it that such primary ia fully 
advertised. 

1 Rule II. All voting at such primaries 
or caucuses shall btt by uniform ballot,' 
which ballot shall be printed by the County 
Central Committee and distributed by such 
committee to the Republican Township 
Committees of tbe several town ships,, to be 
by such last named committee delivered to 
tbe Judges of the primaries of 'the several 
precincts of such townships, who shall be 
chosen by 'such : Townsbio .Committees, 
wherein the same eball be delivered to 
voters and prepared for voting and voted 
tbe same as' the Australian Ballot under 
the regular .election iawe of Illinois, and 
booths to bo used in. voting. 

Bo lb III; Said ballots shall have print- 
ed thereon, in addition; to the; names of 
delegates, the names of all candidates for 
the several offices for which nominations 
ore to be made at the convention for which 
delegates are to be selected, and the voter 
sball receive bis' ballot from: one- of the 
judges of the primary and shall indicate 
his choice of candidates by making a cross 
opposite the name of the candidate of his 
choice for each office and cost bis ballot bo 
marked the same 'as at an election by 
Australian Ballot under tbe regular election 
laws; and the candidate for any office who 
shall receive tbe highest number of votes 
for that office in nny precinct shall have 
the delegation of that precinct as ipstructed 
for him and to vote for him at the County 
Convention for which such delegates are 
chosen; and the ballot shall so state such 
instruction. 

Rule IV. Such ballot shall he in the 
nature of an official ballot, and shall bear 
the name of tbe Secretary of tbe - County 
Central Committee printed on tbe back 
thereof, and when delivered to the voters 
by the primary judges they shall have the 
initials of the primary judge who delivers 
them written thereon, and in counting 
ballots cast, none shall be counted other 
than such official ballot so marked. 

Rule V. Such ballot eball contain the 
names of but one set of delegates in each 
precinct, wtm eball be selected by 'the 
County Committeeman of each precinct for 
his precinct, and spaces shall be left vacant 
so that names of other delegates may be, 
written in and voted for by the voter by 
erasing printed names and substituting 
written names therefor, 

Rule VI. Each candidate shall register 
his name as such candidate with the Secre- 
tary of the County Committee immediately 
upon declaring his candidacy, and pay 
to said Secretary a fee of Fifty Dollars 
(150.00) to help defray tbe expenses, of 
printing and distributing such ballots.* 

Rulb Vll. The calf for the County 
Convention ahull be by thirty days notice 

Embliehed at least once in each week for 
wo successive weeks, the first publication 
to be thirty days before the convention day, 
except where special elections and district 
convention calls render a shorter notice 
necessary. 

Rule VIII. The judges of the several 
primaries shall make up credentials accord- 
ing to the result of the ballots cast, nnd 
shall also forthwith certify Buch result to 
the Secretary of tbe County Committee, 
and shall preserve all poll books and ballots 
until after the adjournment of the County 
Convention to which delegates are elected. 

Rule IX. The County Committee shall 
meet to execute these rules on call of the 
Chairman and Secretary thereof. 

Rule X. These rules shall, of course, 
be subject to such changes and modification 
as may result from any primary election 
law hereafter passed by the Illinois General 
Assembly; and said County Committee 
having voted and directed that said prima- 
ries be held pursuant to said rules on 
September 9th, 1901. The several primary 
districts will therefore call tbeir primary, 
elections to be held in each primary district 
in said county on the 0th day of September, 
11KM, the polls of each of such primary 
elections to be open for at least three hours, 
between two o'clock P. M. and eight o'clock 
P. M, of said last mentioned date, the. 
judges and clerks thereof to be appointed 
by the several Township Committees. 

The voting at each of such primaries 
shall ba by ballot, of the kind and in the 
manner provided for in and required by 
said rules above mentioned and set forth. 

The. representation for each primnry 
district in said County Convention hereby 
called will bo one delegate for each Uventy- 
Bftven votes, on major fraction thereof, cast 
for the Republican candidate for President 
in 1900, The several primary districts 
will thus send delegates to tbe said County 
Convention as follows:

The Illinois Central Company physician 
rit Kankakee met the train and attend- 
ed to tho wounded, Another passenger 
was shot at, but- the bullet lodged above 
his head id' the berth from which ho 
crawled. 

At the crossing of the Elgin, .Toilet 
and Eastern rond, about two miles north 
of Mattesou, the bandits pulled the emer- 
gency air cord," nnd when the train stack- 
ed up they jumped off, Bring- a volley 
of abota at the train as they lied in the 
darkness. ■ •■„ ., 

The Diamond Special is one of 'the best 
equipped trains thut' runs out of Chicago 
over the Illinois. Ceutrul. Its leaving 
time la »:30 p. m. At 10 o'clock It rench- 
,ed Harvey, where the four robbers board- 
ed the rcur sleeper. .With n hatchet they 
pried open the reiir door of the car, and 
on entering they found the conductor, 
brukeman nnd porter in the smoking com- 
portment. Four revolvers were shoved 
into the faces, of the trainmen, and while 
one robber stood guard over them tho 
others went through the car, routine the 
passengers out of bed. ' There were a lew 
who hud not yet retired. 

Bullet for a Pusscitcer. 
In this car one of the passengers at- 
tempted to bide hla money and valua- 
bles from the robbers nnd a allot won 
, fired nt iilm. After nil the' pnasengers 
In the rear car, five of whom were wom- 
en, had been arouaed and lined up in the 
aisle, the robbers quietly searched their 
berths for plunder. Suit cases, telescopes 
end traveling bugs were ripped open 
with a knife and the contents dumped 
on tho floor. Watches wcro tnketi from 
vests, diamond studs and collar buttons 
from shirts, nnd the pockets of trousers 
also yielded treasure. 

After robbing the oceupnnts of tiio rear 
coach one mini was left to guard them 
while two others went to the uleeper 
ahead, There were between twelve nnd 
fifteen persons lu this conch, ami all were 
treated in a manner similar to the pas- 
sengers in the other car. Those who 
had gone io bed were pulled out of their 
berths it they ventured to remonstrate 

Two men In this cur were struck over 
the head wltli the hatchet which bni 
been used by the robbers to enter tho 
other cnr. At tlie sight of blood stream- 
ing from the wound.i one woman fainted. 
Watches, diamonds nnd. money were 
tnken from all the passengers in the sec- 
ond car, and traveling bags were slashed 
with a knife in the search for booty. One 
of the victims In this conch was Superin- 
tendent nf Telegraph Gross of Hie Illi- 
nois Central rond, who was relieved of a 
watch, diamond Bind, £200 in money nnd 
nil of his annual pnsses over different 
lines. Several of the women passenger* 
had their rings stripped from their hands. 
Jtauaits Act Quickly. 
From tho time the bandits boarded the 
train until thejj leaped off not more than 
eight or ten minutes Intervened. It is 
thought at least one of the robbers waa a 
former milrond man, to have known the 
method of stopping a train by pulling the 
emergency air cord. When the cord waa 
pulled all of the bandits ran to the rear, 
coach and got off wlieil the. train bad 
slackened sufficiently. 

The Pullman cnr conductor ran ahead 
nnd told the engineer of the liohl-up, this 
being the first Intimation he hnd that the 
passengers In the. sleepers had been' rob- 
bed. The train wns only two miles from 
Mnttcson and n ifulck run was made to 
that polut. Mr. Gross notified Kankakee, 
and Chicago of the robbery by wire and 
the train proceeded. 

"It certainly was a bold job," said Vice 
President Ha rah an, "I don't know how 
much the robbers got, but as the Dia- 
mond Special Is always well loaded, tbt 
total wil l reach In tho thousand s."

of tho coroner's jury- wits' followed by the 
"arrcflt of four'of tho accused; The fifth,' 
Engineer Hosic of the .Chicago and^East- 
trn -Illinois freight train, Is 'n fugitive. 
The verdict of th'o'.jurjj.'was'tho result 
of five hours' deliberation, II eel dca charg- 
ing tho employes with criminal carclesa- 
noss; tlio'Jury censured, the railway com- 
pany for using antiquated passenger cara 
and for working its trainmen too long. - 
' ;, Freed of Its lecjul verbiage, the verdict 
of the. jury rends: 

"From the testimony presented we be- 
lieve tho" passenger conches "used were in 
an old. and. dilapidated condition and not 
fie to. carry passengers, 

^We\cenBurc the officials of the' Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois Ball road .Com- 
pany for using such conches, and bellovo 
that If modern, strong cara had been used 
a number of lives .would. have becu saved; 

"And we find that tho freight employes 
of the railroad company arc worked too 
many hours In succession and are sot 
able properly \o perform their duties. 

"And We. recommend that the proper 
authorities take steps to.ihnkc laws pro- 
hibiting tho working of railroad employes 
longer hours than they ore nblo to per- 
form their duty nnd protect the lives of 
the public' 

"Wo censure the officials of the Chl- 
cngo and Eastern Illinois Railroad for 
requiring their employes to work longer 
hours than tli cy arc ablc.propcrly to per- 
form their duties. 

"Wo believe thnt'thecondiictor of the 
freight train, Frank Cooper, wns crime 
llially' negligent in tho perform unco of 
hie duty and recommend that he .bo held 
to the grand Jury until dlhcbnrgcd by duo 
course of Inw. 

"And we believe Charles H. Wright, 
brakeman; Patrick Costcllo, fireman, and 
Frank E. Hoxoy, engineer, were crimi- 
nally negligent in the performance of 
their duty and recommend that they be 
held to the. grand jury until discharged 
by due course of Inw. 

"And wo believe that If Frederick O. 
Whlteman, train dispatcher, had given 
orders to tho freight train at the proper 
time nnd place the collision would not 
hnve occurred. We believe ho was crim- 
inally negligent nnd recommend that bo 
bo held to die grand Jury until discharg- 
ed by duo course of Inw."

-Longer liny at a Profit, 

In Chicago the meat famine Is rapidly 
becoming a- fact. Practically all tlie re-j 
serve stock In tlie storehouses is said to 
have been exhausted, and the retail mar- 
km ore having difficulty lu securing suf- 
ficient meat to accommodate customers. 
. Restaurant keepers are having trouble 
getting full meat supplies for patron* 
who rebel at a vegetarian diet. Soma 
markets had steaks but no roasts, others 
bad beef but no pork. In a. few esses 
the butchers had meat of no kind. Some 
of the best known restaurants 'In Chi- 
cago threaten to eliminate meat entirely 
from bills of fare In case the market goes 
higher.

In these center*, as well as In many 
others In the East, Including Boston, 
prices have advanced several cents a

of weeks, aro full of' dramatic Interest 
and. nre rl&h in "spiritual truth. -"Thejr 
have all the vividness of popular narra- 
tive' and were doubtless told again nnd 
again before they were finally given writ- 
ten form. The miraculous element ; in 
them Is prominent In contrast with th» 
careers of. the Inter prophets, marvel* 
abound In tlie lives' of : these two hcroesv 
whom God upraised in northern Israel 
at a great' religious crisis. ■ 
■ In our. time two views arc taken off 
their historical "character. On. 'tho. one- 
hand, "the historical critics" assure Ha- 
tha t the Old Teitument must be regard- 
ed as the "literature" of the ancient He- 
brews. It upgrew, as Pres. A, H, Strong: 
of the Rochester Theological Seminary 
said at Cleveland, 1 In wayl 'analogous to- 
the upgrowth of tho literatures of other . 
peoples. It, therefore, contains, tiiess- 
modem scholars affirm, history, philoso- 
phy, songs, eosmogoric, talcs and idenl- 
l^itlons of early "national heroes. On tilth 
other hand, we have the -view so long:

EllJoU the Tlshblto. 

"And." Tho story Is never ended, 
when Ranllsm Is In the ascendency. God 
Is never nt tlie end of his resources, A 
new diopter opens with God's everlast- 
ing "And." lie. upraises a man. for the- 
hour. Suddenly, without lu trod uet ion. 
Ilk* a messenger straight from' the Pres- 
ence, this Elijah came. 

Ills name was most significant "Je- 
hovah Is God" is the mennlng of Elijah. 
lie enme from the rugged land of Gilead; 
which lies to the east of the Sea of Gall- 
Ice. It Is not known just where tbe town 
of Thlsbc, from which we get "TIshblte," 
wns situated, possibly In Galilee, whence 
Elijah removed to Glload, possibly in. 
Gllcnd Itself. Something of the strength 
and picturesque grandeur of. the wild up- 
lands and fastnesses of his home built 
themselves Into Elijah's character, 

Elijah was the incarnation of militant 
monotheism. Other men stood 111 the 
presence of ktugl, waiting their com- 
mands. Elijah was tho servant of God 
nlone. To his Intense nnd exalted faith 
Jehovah was a constant nnd present fact. 
To Ahab Jehovah was a faraway and 
pnrtlnlly forgotten deity. "Jeho«ah llv- 
eth" was Hill jah'a creed. James Rus- 
ecll Lowell Bald of John Henry Newman 
that he believed In "n God who wna." 
Our God la not the God of tlie dead but 
of the living. Whoever, like Elijah, wills 
to do his will stands In his presence nnd 
henrs his voice. 

The drouth of which Elijah made an- 
nouncement waa mentioned by tbe Jew- 
ish historian, JoHGph us. Ho quotes from 
n pagan writer, "There was want of rail* 
for a year under Ethbrml, but when he 
mnde groat prayers heavy thunders tonns 
came." Tbe Inck of rain in Palestine 
meant moat dreadful suffering. The 
ntrenms dwindled and disappeared, the 
Sock's perished for want of pasturage ami 
water. The hear ens became "brass" and 
the enrth "Iron," It was a punishment 
promised the nation in cote It forsook 
God (Deut £8:23), 

Beside the Chcrlth, 

tinder divine guidance .Elijah betook 
himself to the brook Cberith. It was 
probably some gorge near .the Jordan, In. 
his native land of Glload. The. heavy 
woods of tlie country would insure n, 
flowing stream long after the open coun- 
try was parched and desolate. Thero 
also he would bo securely hidden from 
Ahab, for doubtless tho king would wish 
to punish a man who locked up tlie rain 
clouds and who went off with the key. 

God has always some refuge for- his 
servants. Tho ChcrHh gave Elijah drink, 
but "llitf ravens" brought him food. Three- 
explanations have been made of 'thin- 
statement Farrar and others suggest 
that It Is. a highly figurative statement 
cxpreaslvo of God's care. We are also- 
reminded that a alight change In vowel 
p«ims would give us tho reading, "the

The plan would 
not defeat the purposes of a thief, for 
one who. would steal a bank book 
would know the uumu of tho owner, 
and the withdrawal of deposits Is so' 
well guarded that even with the own- 
er's name a tinder could not get mon- 
ey from the bank. 

"Tliere are probably, from ,1,200 to 
1,500 books lost every year of which 
400 or 500 eventually turn up. That 
means from one-third to two-tlftlid of 
1 per cent of the whole number of 
books out disappear, and one-third of 
that number gets back to tlie owners.
